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THE LAKE CASE.

The Journal of Friday morning ap- 
peared in a blaze of originality that 
was evidently borrowed for the occa- 
sion. The reason for this outburst 
was that the Gazette had published 
some news concerning the progress of 
the Lake case which the (so-called) 
Journal had not. Ingiving that news 
to its readers, the GAZETTE was actua- 
ted by no other motive than a desire 
to report the case without fear, and 
without favor to either party to the 
suit. The lawyers have stated in open 
court that the cause of Lake vs. Lake 
is likely to become a leading case in 
this state. It involves points of great 
interest, both from a legal and social 
point of view. As.such, then, it is 
right to present the main facts of the 
suit to the public. The GaAzETTE has 
taken care in its reports to exclude 
indelicate details, and, so,far from en- 
deavoring to prejudice the cause of 
the defendant, has taken special pains 
to do him no injustice. 

That M. C. Lake is a rich man is 
for the GAZETTE no reason why news 
affecting him should be suppressed. 
Because M. C. Lake is wealthy may 
be a reason why the Journal is so anx- 
ious to whine for him. It is known 
that on the day after the commence- 
ment of the suit, the editor of the 
Journal showed several parties in 
Reno the manuscript of a long article 
concerning it, with sensational head 
lines. It is further known that he 
conferred with M. C. Lake on that 
same day, and that the Journal of the 
following morning contained barely 
mention of the commencement of the 
action. The publiccan draw their 
own conclusions, 

As to our morning contemporary’s 
ideas of what is good journalism, and 
what is not, there is little to say. Its 
criticism in this respect might have 
some weight if it were a journal in 
anything Bestde the name. 

We contend that the interests of 
public morality are conserved by the 
publication of the main facts in suits 
for divorce. Judge Rix of San Fran- 


cisco recently refused to have the ev- 
idence in certain divorce cases taken 


by referees. Ile held ‘‘i:at the proceed- 
ings should be in open court, that secret 
testimony is apt to be false, that there 
would be fewer divorce suits and the 
marriage tie be held more sacred and 
inviolate were such cases .exposed to 
the full glare of publicity. Secret pro- 
ceedings favor fraud, duplicity and 
perjury. If, as the theory of the de- 
fence is, the Lake = suit a ma- 
licious and blackmailing action, it is 
clearly to thc interest ofthe defend- 
ant that the proceedings should be 
published, in order that the public 
may know his wrongs and extend him 
their sympathy.

BOGUS EGGS AND CHICKENS. 


Almost every article of food is now 
subject to adulteration. It has been 
supposed that eggs, protected by their 
hard and impervious shells, were free 
from any. suspicion of fraud, and 
could be eaten with the most perfect 
confidence in their wholesomeness and 
purity. But now it seems that this 
confidence was misplaced, and that the 
egg ofcommerce is often a mere sham, a 
despicable fraud, an artfully manu- 
factured imitation of the product of 
the guileless domestic hen. 

A recent number of the Scientific 
American contains a description of the 
process Of manufacture of counterfeit 
eggs, which are now turned out in 
large quantities for the home market. 
It appears that the ingenious Yankee 
is not credited with the invention of 
the fraudulent egg. To him is attrib- 
uted the wooden ham of commerce, 
but now it is the sturdy, honest Briton 
to whom is due the honor of having 
originated the sham egg, and it is 
in good old England alone that the 
manufacture is carried on. . The Brit- 
ish »Medical Jowrnal- thus describes 
the artificial egg: “The egg shells are 
made of a white substafice resembling 
plaster of Paris, filled, first with 
artificial albumen, then with some of 
the artificial yolk, and lastly with a 
littlé of the artificial albumen. 
small! opening at the end of the egg 
is then closed with white cement. In 
appearance it resembles a natural egg; 
but whether cooked or raw it is indi- 
gestible and injurious to health.” 

People are every day growing more 
and more distrustful of the food they 
eat. One takes a slice of bread which 
may be composed largely of chalk 
and alum, spreads it with butter that 
may be oleomargarine,and while he eats 
this stuff, drinks occasional gulps of a 
doubtful mixture known as coffee but 
which is more likely chicory and 
beans. And now the long trusted 
egg is found to be no‘ longer worthy 
of confidence. It will henceforth be 
regarded with suspicion. Honey in 
the comb was supposed to be one of 
the purest of all foods, but the rascals 
found out a way to imitate that, and 
tons of artificicial comb honey are 
put upon the market. The imitation 
honey is simply glucose, wihch is art- 
fully filled into genuine comb, and 
sealed up by an easy process. 

The worst result of this manufacture 
of counterfeit eggs is the production 
of bogus chickens from them. These 
chickens are, itis scarcely necessary 
to state, much inferior to the. birds 
hatched from the natural eggs. They 
are smaller, more subject to disease, 
and much inferior in  appear- 
ance to the genuine chicken. The 
unnatural chicken has flesh of the 
most leathery toughness, and combines 
the maximum propensity to sit with the 
minimum disposition to- lay. Added 
to these faults is a marked reluctance 
onthe part of the chick to leave 
the shell after incubation has been 
completed. This indolence, timidity, 
or whatever it may be called, usually 
exists to such a degree that out of 
thousands of eggs placed in electrical 
incubators for hatchiag, not a single 
bogus chicken may emerge, 


SQUARE LOCATIONS. 

It appears that the proposed changes 
in the laws respecting mining locations 
are not likely to be accomplished. 
Congressman Daggett writes from 
Washington, under date of April 8, to 
the Virginia Chronicle, as follows: 


‘*You can inform your readers that 
there is no danger of any great change 
being made in our mining laws, We 
have the matter well in hand—that is 
the Representatives from the mining 
States and Territories—and I think I 
see a way out of the difhculty, in per- 
mitting the pitch of the vein to de- 
termine whether it may be followed 
beyond vertical boundaries or not. 
Thus a general provision may pro- 
tect fissure as well as blanket veins.’’

“PIZEN SWITCH.” 


Many curious stories come from a 
town called Greenfield, in Mason 
valley. The original name of the | 
place was “Pizen Switch,” 
but why it was so callel_ re- 
mains a mystery. One explanation of 
the strange appellation is that a grove 
of alders once flourished there, from 
which switches were occasionally cut 
by pioneer parents who believed in 
the sententious proverb: “Spare the 
rod and spoil the child.” It having 
been remarked tliat flagellation by 
the tender shoots of these alders_pro- 
duced upon the skin of sensitive child- 
ren a degree of inflammation much 
greater than was to have been expect- 
ed from an application of so simple a 
nature, a belief grew up that the al- 
ders were poisonous. The switches of 
the locality becoming famous for a 
consideravle extent of country round 
about, were greatly in demand by 
heads of families, and no father ever 
passed that way without procuring a 
bundle of “pizen switches” for do- 
mestic purposes. In course of time 
the village by the alder thickets be- 
came known as ‘‘Pizen Switch,” from 
its principal product. -This is one 
theory in regard tothe old name of 
the place. Another is that the local- 
ity was originally known as “The 
Switch,” from the fact that it was 
reached by a road leading off from 
the main highway through the valley, 
and that the additional word “Pizen” 
was adced to the primal designa- 
tion, owing to the quality of the whis- 
key fur which the hamlet grew famous. 
There are also other speculations in 
regard to the origin of the curious 
name by which Greenville was once 
known, but the best authorities favor 
one or the other of the theories above 
stated. As the village grew in popu- 
lation and wealth, the quality of its 
whiskey gradually improved, and in 
the course of time the inhabitants 
came to dislike the name of “Pizen 
Switch.” At length a public meeting 
was called, and by yencral consent 
the regenerated village cast off its old 
cognomen and assumed the pastoral 
and pleasing appellation of Green- 
ville. From that time on, the visitor 
to the village who used the name of 
“Pizen Switch” was regarded as an 
enemy tathe place, and was warned 
not to repeat the offensive term with- 
in the limits of Greenville. Occasion- 
ally offenders have been severely 
treated by Greenville vigilance com- 
mittees for an indiscreet reference to 
the ancient name of the town. It is 
seldom now that any hint is dropped 
to the effect that Greenville was ever 
known by any othername. The place 
has become comparatively peaceful 
and quiet, and the wild proils which 
disturbed its streets in the early days 
are now almost forgotten. 

It appears, however, that there is 
a little gambling done in Greenville. 
But it decorous 
manner, and is never allowed to inter- 
fere with the faithful performance of 
more serious duties. No gambling is 
now permitted during the hours of 
divine service. But after meeting, the 
good deacons do not object to a little 
friendly game of draw. It happened 
that last Sabbath, after morning ser- 
vice, a curious incident occurred, 
which struck consternation to the soul 
ofa worthy Indian. Three deacons 
had sat down to the usual game in the 


vestry, aad the Piute liagered near to 
watch the game, and appropriste the 
discarded decks. It was a bad day 
for the senior deacon of the party. 


Luck was against him from the start, 
and after losing all his money, he 
parted in turn with rings, watch and 
horse. At last, in a fit of desperation, 
he took out his gold-mounted set of 
false teeth and threw them on the table. 
This was too much for the observant 
Pinte. He cast one look at the glit- 
tering teeth, the first artificial set he 
bad ever seen, and yelled as he 
rushed from the room, “Ugh!

There is undoubtediy a mine here 
if the ore bodies hold out. The 
gue rock is favorable to the existence 
of ore, and the overlapping seams of 
schistose show an undoubted tendency 
to productiveness in rock, which may 
be ore bearing. | 

While I refrain from pronouncing 
with certainty on the Big Jehosaphat 
mine, still I argue that as great ex- 
pectations regarding the yield of this 
vein may be maintained as of an 
ground in the vicinity. The trend of 
the rock 8. 8. E., and the direction of 
all the dips and angles show this to be 
a true lead and as such liable to rich 
ore. Above all things, the ground 
should be thoroughly prospected. 

I would advise the sinking of 106 
shafts ten feet apart through the hard- 
est rock which can be found. If wa- 
ter be encountered it should be 
pumped out. If the rock prove rich 
the mine will be valuable. Ifit prove 
very rich the mine will then prove 
very valuable. 

It should be borne in mind that if it 
is necessary to sink deep on the veim 
the lode must be penetrated further 
than if not. 


A Human Lucifer Match. 


Lighting gas with the finger is a feat 
anybody may perform. Let a person 
in his slippers walk briskly overa 
woolen carpet, scuffling his feet 
thereon, er stand on achair, with its 
legs on four tumblers to insulate it, 
and be there rubbed up and down the 
body a few times with a muff by a sec- 
ond person, and he will light the gas 
by simply touching his finger to the 
tube.

miles distant. It was long ago sug- 
gested that the telephone would be 


~ utilized in this way, but for some rea- 


‘gon church members seem to have 
been reluctant to avail themselves of 
its advantages. Yet they are such 
that it cannot be long before the 
churches throughout the country will 
be made to receive the wires of all the 
members of their congregation who 
are rich enough to afford the instra- 
ments, and sufficiently pious to-desire 
to use them in the manner under con- 
sideration. ; 

There are several advantages of the 
telephonic method of attending church 
over the old fashioned way of being 
present in person and under the par- 
son’s eye. The worshiper at home 
may lie in bed, if indisposed to at- 
tend church, and ‘apply his ear to the 
telephon‘e receiver, thus perhaps hear- 
ing spiritual consolation as he sips bis 
coffee. , Then, if he finds the sermon 
tedious, he can quietly shut off the 
electric current, and take a nap. 
Again, when the system comes into 
general use, it will be possible, by 
means of the telephonic exchange, to 
emain at home, and yet make ona’s 
own selection from the services and 
sermons of the day. Thus, bye-and- 
bye, it may not be unusual for such a

of politicians. 
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NOT REASONABLE. 
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The friends of General Grant claim 
“that his travels around the world and 
his introductions to foreign courts 
have increased his knowledge of gov- 
ernments so much that he is preem- 
inently fitted for the office of Presi- 
dent. Now we ask, how much does a 
man from Nevada learn of the govern- 
ment of Illinois by traveling through 
there?

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REDUCING LOW GRADE ORES ON 
THE COMSTOCK. 


A very important movement is on 
foot to extract the low grade ore from 
the upper levels of the Comstock 
The Gold Hill News, which has done 
the State most valuable service by agi- 
tating the matter, says a million or 
two a month can easily. be added to 
the output of bullion,and employment 
given to from’ one to two thousand 
men. The News recommends that 
the miners take contracts for extract- 
ing the ore, and leave the rate of 
wages on the lower levels untouched. 
The ore bodies are described as fol- 
lows: 

There are running understhe city of 
Virginia two old tunnels which lead 
directly into ore bodies of the grade 
‘mentioved. One of these is the old 
North Potosi tuanel and the other the 
El Dorado tunnel. This latter tunnel 
runs to the old west streak of ore 
which extends in the Gould & Curry 
from tie surface to the tunnel level, 
some 400 feet. The old North Potosi 
tunnel is but a few feet above the 
Gould & Curry lower tunnel. 

From these tunnels lateral drifts 
have been run in the vein and cross- 
cuts made, all of which have developed 
more or less ore which will yield from 
$15 to $18 per ton. The body which 
extends from the Gould & Curry 
croppings on this level through Sav- 
age and into Hale & Norcross, of it- 
self has fnillions of tons, all of which 
could be easily extracted. In many 
places old timbers are still standing 
and sound, and through these chutes 
could be readily made for running the 
ore down to the adit leyels. Then the 
ore extends down no one knows just 
how far; but it is sufficient for the 
present purpose to consider only that 
which lies above the line of entrance. 

The extent of this ore body south 
has, so far as we know, never been 
ascertained. It is certain that in the 
Hale & Norcross it has as broad a 
make and is as rich as anywhere else. 
In fact Hale & Norcross has, for its 
length, as much of this ore as any 
mine on the lode. Here is wealth and 
prosperity for this community waiting 
for the hand of industry to be reached 
out and filled to overflowing. Nor is 
this alk or even a tair begining 
what lies in the lode. Savage and 
Hale & Norcross have, on the Sutro 
tunnel level, 90 feet in width of ore 
which will assay $15 per ton, and no 
one knows the length or depth of the 
ore body. This could be readily run 
out through the tunnel and reduced. 
Chollar and Potosi have any amount 
running $10 and over on an average. 
Passing further uorth and over Hale 
& Norcross, Savage and Gould & 
Curry, already mentioned, and there 
is the old California with its masses of 
low grade ores. Ophir has im- 
mense quantities for hundreds of feet 
from the surface, down, Sierra Ne- 
vada has piles on piles and Cedar Hill 
is lousy with gold. There ‘is scarcely 
a foot uf the old Cumstock: along this 
north evd but what abounds in low- 
grade ores. Some are a little base 
but they can be worked with concen- 
trators. 

Passing from the divide south and 
everybody knows that in the old Gold 
Hill group there is .yet an abundance 
of ore of the kind named. Yellow 
Jacket can dispute the title of chief 
in this respect with any mine on the 
lode. Its supply of ores of this grade 
is almost exhaustless. -Crown Point 
has them in abundance, and so has 
Belcher and Overman. Nor need the 
enumeration stop’ here, only that 
enough has been said on this branch 
of the subject to show that the field is 
practically limitless: 7 

And now that the general move- 
ment of the mines has led most of 
them to unite in sinking large east 
shafts through which to prospect their 
lower levels, and the time has come 
when’ one after another is abandoning 
the shaft through which operations 
have been carried on, it would seem 
that no time so favorable as the pres- 
ent can be found for inaugurating this 
work. Unused shafts and workings 
soon get out of repair, and machinery 
is best when kept in use. On these 
facts hinges the desirability of moving 
at once in this matter. 

Perhaps a word on the plan for re- 
ducing these ores may not be amiss 
here. It should be on a grand scale. 
A thousand stamps could be utilized 


to advantage, and these might be fol-_ 


low by concentrators, so as to reduce 
the price of milling, twenty tons or so 
being concentratedinto one. If there is 
notewater to be had here at suitable 
rates, the pulp could be even flumed 
to the river,and in the end,the amount 


being so large, this kind of transporta- 
tion would not be very expensive. 

The requisites for inaugurating this 
great industry may be enumerated: 

First—Wood must be laid down on 
the Comstock for $7 50, or at most $8 
per cord, 

Second—Timbers must be delivered 
at not to exceed $15 per thousand feet. 
They can be laid down here at $11 50. 

Third—Laborers in extracting ores 
cannot be paid over $2 50 per day for 
the masses and $3 for the bosses. If 
extracted by contract, the contractors 
must make up in quantity what they 
lack in price per ton. 

The simple question is: Can these 
requisites be attained? If so, at least 
$125,000,000 can be realized to the 
coast from the low-grade ores of the 
Comstock.

DAGGETT’S LAND BILL, 


The Congressional Committe on 
Public Lands, in reporting on Repre- 
sentative Daggett’s bill for a land 
grant in lieu cf the sixteenth and thir- 
ty-sixth sections, made the follownig 
recommendation: ‘As your commit- 
tee understand it to be: the purpose of 
the State to attempt to reclaim the 
desert and sage-brush lands now asked 
in exchange for its school grant, 
through the inducement of special 
bounties for sinking of artesian wells, 
and as this seems to be the only meth- 
od by which purchasers can ever be 
found for most of these lands, your 
committee recognize the justice afid 
propriety of the proposed exchange, 
and therefore report the bill back with 
the recommendation that it do pass.”

THE SAUCELITO MURDER. 


Ah Lung Commits Suicide In Jail at 
San Rafael. 


San Francisco, April 19.—Captain 
Lees and other officers discovered the 
sum of $1,220 in gold, the Chinaman’s 
pistol, and Severance’s gold watch in 
the back yard of the Chinese wash- 
house at Saucelito, where Ah Lung 
slept the night after the murder. All 
doubt was then removed as to the 
murderer of Severance, and the offi- 
cers started for San Rafael to corfront 
the murderer and induce him, if pos- 
sible, to confess, The Chinaman re- 
mained stolid throughout, simply re- 
peating that Peters, the Portugese, 
did the deed, and barely winced when 
Mrs. Severance, the wife of the mur- 
dered man, was presented to him. 

On Sunday the funeral of Chas. W. 
Severance took place at San Rafael, 
and the hearse was followed to the 
grave by over 2,000 persons. 


THE MURDERER COMMITS SUICIDE. 


San RaPFAEL, April 19.— Yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock Sheriff Mason 
visited the cell of Ah Lung, the mur- 
derer, and was astonished to find him 
hanging dead in his cell. The top 
of the tank in his cell contains small 
holes about six inches apart. He had 
torn from his undershirt strips which 
he twisted together and passed through 
the holes above and then around his 
neck. An extra watch was to have 
been put on last night. The China- 
man was evidently a determined yil- 
lain and knew his game was up.

WIND AND FIRE. 


A Whole Town Blown Down, and the 
Ruins Consumed by Fire—Great Loss 
of Life. 


Sr. Lours, April 19.—Nearly the 
whole town of 
was blown down last night by a tor- 
nado. . The wrecked town caught fire 
and burned. The télegraph wires 
are down. ! - 

From passengers who passed 
through Marshfield on the St. Louis 
and San Francisco railroad at 8:30 
last night, some facts concerning the 
terrible disaster have been gleaned. At 
6:30 o'clock a_ furious hurricane 
struck the place, and leveled all that 
part of the town lying west of Centre 
Square flat to the ground. The debris 
immediately)took fire in several pla- 
ces, and the flames could be seen at 
half a dozen points by passengers on 
the train. Forty dead bodies have 
been taken out and as many more 
were supposed to be buried in the 
ruins or burned up. There are also 
many living still imprisoned in the 
debris of the fallen buildings. All 
the physicians of the town were kill- 
ed, excepting two, and there was great 
need of doctors to attend the wounded, 
of whom it is said there were 200. A 
relief train with twenty physicians and 
nurses, and full supplies, left Spring- 
field, Missouri, this morning for 
Marshfield, and probably other trains 
will arrive during the day. The 
storm was general in southwestern 
Missouri, and other places probably 
suffered damage, but as the telegraph 
wires are all prostrated no advices have 
been received. Violent hail and rain 
accompanied the wind. The force of 
the wind stripped the bark from the 
trees and lifted others entirely out of 
the ground, and ryt ay poles and 


wires were carried hundreds of yards 


into the woods and tied and knotted 
among the limbs of the trees like cot- 
ton strings. 


FIFTY MORE DEATHS REPORTED. 


A telegram from Springfield says a 
hurricane passed a few miles south of 
Springfield about 7 o’clock last night, 
doing immense damage and killing a 
number of persons. Fifty deaths are 
reported on the St. James river, six 
miles south of Springfield, and a great 
many persons are missing. The train 
dispatcher of Conway, fourteen miles 
south of Marshfield, reports its arrival 
there from Springfield at 11 o'clock, 
and says he found a terrible looking 
country from a north view, seven 
miles west of Marshfield, to the latter 
point. 

TWO OTHER TOWNS HEARD FROM. 


It is reported that the city of Gran- 
by, about two miles southwest of 
Springfield, was greatly damaged, and 
that Warrensbu on the Missouri 
river, sixty-five miles this side of Kan- 
sas City, was visited by the storm and 
everything wrecked.

In ordinary seasons it is possible to 
disturb only one or two rooms ata 
time, but these are times when it is 
ecouomy to give painters and kalso- 
miners full swing and rush the pro- 
cess of renovation through without 
delay, possessing one’s soul in sweet 
patience meantime and rejoicing In 
the joys to come. Where hard finish- 
ed walls have already been kalsomined, 
the soiled coats should be washed or 
scraped off before a new one is put ou. 
This is the most disagreeable part of 
the process, The furniture should be 
covered, as lime makes spots that are 
removed with difficulty, especially 
upon biack walnut. Those whe have 
tried paint on the walls of rooms

speak very strongly in its favor. It 
clones up the pores of the plaster so 
that it cannot absorb ill odors, Tt can 
be easily cleaned with soda and water, 
(soap and water make it spotty) and 
it can be made of any desired tint. 
Perhaps some of our readers do not 
know what active absorbents paper 
and plaster are and, how, when they 
become thoroughly saturated with 
Various effluvia, nothing but en- 
tire renewal will cleanse them. 
Insects find no harbor in painted walls 
as they do in papered walls, and when 
once the paint is dry there is no ques- 
tion about the poisons used in produ- 
cing desirable tints. Before paint or 
kalsomine is applied to the walls, every 
crack and crevice should be filled with 
plaster or a cement made of one part 
water to one part of silicate of potash 
mixed with common whiting. For 
the kalsomine put a quarter of a pound 
of white glue in cold water over night 
and heat gradually in the morning un- 
tildissolved. Mix eight pounds of 
whiting with hot water, and’ the 
dissolved glue and stir together, add- 
ing warm water until about the con- 
sistency of thick cream. Use a kal- 
somine brush and finish as you go 
along. Ifskim milk is used instead 
of water the glue may be omitted, In 
washing painted walls it is a good 
plan to remove from the room every- 
thing that can be injured by steam 
and then hang sheets wrung from hot 
water in the room. The vapor con- 
densing on the walls softens the dirt 
and it may be wiped off with woolen 
clothes wrung from seda water. Ceil- 
ings that have been smoked by a kero- 
sene lamp should be washed off with 
soda water. If the wall about the 
stove has been smoked by the ‘stove 
cover the black patches with gum 
shellac and they will not strike 
through either paint or kalsomine. 
Furniture needs cleaning as much 
as Other wood-work. It may be wash- 
ed with warm soap suds quickly wip- 
ed dry, andthen rubbed with an oily 
cloth. For ordinary wood-work use 
whiting to rub the dirt off and ammo- 
nia. Mortar and paint may be remov- 
ed from window glass with hot, sharp 
vinegar. Grained wood should be 
washed with cold tea. Carpets should 
be beaten on the wrong side first and 
then on the right, after which spots 
may be removed by the use of ox gall 
or ammonia and water. If paper bas 
been laid under the caxpet all dust 
may be removed with it without rais- 
ing any. The warmth of floors is 
greatly increased by having carpet Jin- 
ing or layers of paper under it. 


| Drain pipes and all places that are 


sour or impure may be cleansed with 
lime water, copperas water or carbolic 
acid. Copperas mixed with the white- 
wash put upon the cellar walls will 
keep vermin away. Strong brine may 
be used to advantage in washing bed- 
steads, hot alum water is also good for 
this purpose. Oil of lavender will 
drive away fleas. Hellebore sprinkled 
on the floor at night will drive away 
cockroaches; they eat it and are poi- 
sone<. Cayenne pepper blown into 
ne cracks where ants congregate will 
drive them away. The same remedy 
is geod also for mice. If gilt frames 
when new are covered with a coat of 
whitevarnish they can then be washed 
oft with water without harm. 


Good fires should be kept tp during’ 


house cleaning time even though'the 
doors and windows be kept open, ‘and 
more than usual attention shoul be 
given to the provision of a nutititioas 
and generous diet.

MOUND HOUSE, + 


A station midway between Carson and 
Virginia, eleven milss from either 
point. The lice will run to Dayton,

thence three miles to Sutro, skirting 
that town on the east. From Sutro 
the road russ through the Carson val- 
ley, a distance of seven miles, to the 
Divide between the valley and what is 
known as the 27-mile desert. . Thence 
east nine miles to the Carson river. 
The river will be spanned by a bridge 
three bundred feet long, without al- 
lowing for necessary embankments 
and approaches, which will increase 
its actual length from fifty to ove 
hundred feet more. The line then

CHURCHILL CANON. 
At this point a turn is made and the 
route follows a southerly direction 
for ten miles. The country passed

MASON’S VALLEY 
Has now been reached. Here is a 
stage station, at present bearing the

TWO MILLIONS OF DOLLARS. 

From Mound House to Dayton the 
grade will be 116 feet‘to the mile, but 
for the rest of the distance the grades 
are light and the ground passed over 
is mostly flat. One stretch of ten 
miles across the head of Mason’s Val- 
ley is nearly a dead level. Across the 


Twenty-Seven-Mile Desert the road 
is absolutely level, not varying three 
inches to the mile either way. The 
finest land on the entire route is in 
Churchill canon. All that is needed 
4s to use water from Walker river, and 
it will blossom like the rose. It is the 


seommon belief that the ground is up 


‘ 
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hill from the river, rendering it diffi- 
cult of irrigation, but this, we have 
reason to believe, isa mistake. 
e sagebrush in this remarkable can- 
on grows to a height of 12 feet, and 
has nore the appearance of trees than 
the usual stunted bushes which we are 
familiar with. This speaks well for 
the natural fertility of the soil. Fif- 
teen miles east of Sutro and one mile 
this side of the Carson river Whitman 
canon is . Through this canon 
a road can readily be built ten miles 
south, giving direct connection 
with the promising mining camp of 
Como. The building of this extensive 
line of rail cannot but result in very 
marked and beneficial effects on Bodie, 
Carson and general business interests 
in Nevada, ‘A large force of iron: 
workers, carpenters and laborors will 
necessarily be employed and its build- 
ing will do much toward relieving the 
present stagnation.

Doings im Congress—The Astoria and 
Winnemucca Railroad — Protests 
Against. The Square Location Bill— 
The Price of Public Lands. e | 


Wasnineton,’ April 13.—Senator 
Slator today introduced, by request, 
a bill to restcre to the public domain 
the unearned portion of the Oregon Cen- 
tral Railroad Company’s land grant. 
This is the portion which lies between 
McMinnville and Astoria. The bill 
next provides for granting right of 
way to the Astoria & Winnemucca 
Railway Company for the entire line 
from Astoria via McMinnville and 


through Willamette valley and 
Southeastern Oregon to Winnemucca, 
Nevada, aod proposes to pay that 
company $1 per acre for all lands 
hereafter disposed of by the govern- 
ment im even sections within the tract 
bounded east and north by the Will- 
amette and Columbia rivers, west by 
the Pacific ocean and south by the 
base line passing through Portland. 
Payments are to be made as fast as 
railroad sections of twenty miles each 
are completed. The lands are to be 
subject to ordinary homesteads and 
pre emtion entry and also to private 
cost entry at $2 50 per acre, in quan- 
tities not exceeding 160 acres to any 
one person, except mountainous and 
timber lands, of which 320 acres may 
be purchased. 
THE PRICE OF PUBLIC LANDS. 

Wasnineton, April 13.—Represen- 
tative Dagyett to-day sbemphted peti- 
tions from Virginia City, Carson and 
twenty-four otber localities in Nevada, 
aggregating at least 2,500 signatures 
praying for the passage of the bill 10, 
troduced by Hill in the House and by 
Booth in the Senate, which provides 
for reducing the price of public lands 
within railroad limits to $1 25 per 
acre in every case where the section of 
railroad lying opposite thereto has 
been compieted three years.

REPUBLICAN MEETINGS. 


Only One Ticket in the Field To-Day. 


Two Republican meetings were call- 
ed for Friday night. The Blaine men 
asscusbled at the Reform Club hall.

Resolved, That we, the Republicans 
of the town of Reno, in mass meeting 
assembled to select candidates to be 
voted for on the 17th inst. as delegates 
to represent us in the Republican 
County Convention, to be held at 
Reno on the Ist of May, 1880; while 
we are Opposed to sending delegates to 
Btate or National Convention pledged 
to the support of individual interest, 
we are most emphatically in favor of 
the nomination at the Republican Na- 
tional Convention to be held at Chi- 
cago on the 2d day of June, 1880, of 
James G. Blaine for President of the 
United States. 

Twenty-three delegates to the Coun- 
ty Convention to be beld May 1, were 
then nominated by a committee con- 
sisting of T. V, Julien, I. B, Marshall 
and Frank Bell.

The call to come forward to the north- 
east stove and preside, not being re- 
sponded to by Mr. Kinkead, a strong 
resumption that he was absent arose 
in the minds of those present. Mr. 

Kinkead continuing to absent himself 
from the chair, Mr. Martin came to 
the front again, saying: ‘‘I nominate 
B, F. Leete.” “No you don’t”, said 
Mr. Leete. The nomination was not 
seconded, and Mr. Martin sat down.

An Indian Woman Stabs Another to 
Death, 
The Austin Reveille of the 14th, 
contains the following account of a 
murder by adrunken Indian woman: 
A murder occurred at Clifton on Sun- 
day night last of which the Shoshone 
squaw Pocahontas is supposed to be 
the perpetrator. It seems that Poca- 
hontas and another squaw had got pos- 
session of two bottles of whiskey, and 
by drinking the contents got drunk 
and quarrelled. There were no wit- 


nesses of the conflict, and the first that 
was known tothe tribe of the bloody 
affair was the finding of the body of 
the squaw in the ditch at Clifton on 
Monday morning. She had been stab- 
bed with a knife, and the head wasin 
a horribly bruised and battered con- 
tion, which was supposed to have been 
done with a large stene which lay near 
by and was covered with bluod. Sus- 
icion rests on the shoulders of Poca- 
ontas, because another squaw testi 
fies that on the dayin question she 
came to town and purchased a knife, 
and she has not been seen since Sun- 
day evening, when she was in company 
with the deceased. The Shoshones 
are in an excited condition over the 
event, and if the friends of the mur- 
dered woman can lay their bands on 
the murderess they will probably 
make short work of her. It is sup- 
dthat she has gone to Grass 
alley, as she was seen in company 
with a buck going througt Emigrant | 
canyoa in that direction, late on Sun- 
day night. We learned the foregoing 
from Belmont Johnnie, who speaks 
good English,and several other Ind- 
ians corroborate the statement, among } 
them Indian Bill, the groom at Wix- 
om’s stable.

The Truckee Republican of Saturday 
morning contained the following, rel- 
ative to the late storm, and the 
trouble it has caused on the railroad: 


Since Wednesday the snow has fallen 
almost incessantly. Only afew days 
since it was fast disappearing, the 
plaza was nearly bare, and great open 
spots were seen upon the mountains, 
now all is shrouded in the great wind- 
ing sheet of nature.

Emigration to the United States, 


The quarterly report ot the Chief of 
the Bureau of Statistics at Washing- 
ton, recently issued, shows the enor- 
mous growth of alien passengers who 
arrived in the United States from 1830 
to 1879 inclusive. Inthe former year 
the number was only 23,322; in the 
latter it was 197,954. In the year 
1873 alone, the figures rose as high as 
473,141.

He has cut it, chewed 
and swallowed it, and pronounces it 
a true species of sugar cane. He has 
seen the Piutes squeeze the juice from 
it and make ‘sugar from the juice. 
When the sugar cane is ripe, it pro- 
duces a white tuft or efflorescence. If 
not cut when ripe, it will wither, de- 
cay and die, except some inseet punc- 
tures the stalk for the saccharine mat- 
ter to exude, when the cane will con- 
tinue growing. He considers that ina 
few years all well-to-do farmers in 
Humboldt will make their own sugar 
and syrup, especially when they 
know it will cost no more than to 
make their own butter. T. C. G., in 
conclusion, says that “the people of 
Humboldt need not be alarmed that 
the Piute sugar cane is not a genuine 
article. Every farmer should have a 
few stalks of it planted, if only for 
seed. Any Piute can procure it for 
them, for the Indians know the 
genuine from the worthless cane.”

Joe Goss, the puyilist, who is 
matched to fight Paddy Ryan for the 
heavy-weight championship of Amer- 
iva and $2,000, on Tuesday, May 18, 
in Canada, and George Rooke,matched 
with Mike Donovan for the middle- 
weight. championship of .America, to 
take place on Tuesday, May 11, have 
taken up tratng quarters together at 
a hotel kept by Goss at Fort Han,il- 
ton. They have been hard at work 
in their trainining quarters for the 
last two weeeks. Goss is groomed 
by Jack Turner. Goss was recently 
found muffled up in heavy flannels. 

‘*‘Well,” said he, in reply to a ques- 
tion, ‘‘l rise at half past 6 o’clock 
every morning. After rinsing my 
mouth out I swallow the yolk of a raw 
egg. Then I wash my hands and face 
in white vinegar, take a sponge bath, 
get arub down, and wind up witha 
walk of two miles before breakfast.” 

‘What do you have for breakfast?” 

“T am fond of mutton,” he’ replied 
‘and so I have mutton chops, dry 
toast, and tea. After resting an hour 
I put on thick® flannel, and take a 
twelve-mile or fifteen-mile walk. But 
when I need a sweat I[ put on two 
suits of flannel, and take a ten-mile 
walk, and finish on a run at a brisk 
pace. Jack Turner strips and rubs me 
down and gives mea tepid bath. I 
then put on clean flannels, and, after 
lying down for an hour, I take dinner. 
For that meal | :ak> sometimes a leg 
of boiled mutton, or chicken, or roast 
beef, or tenderioin, or porterhouse 
steak, broiled; cabbage, boiled pota- 
toes, andl tapioca pudding. My wife 
generally cooks it. I take also Scotch 
ale or Bass’ ale, toast, and calf’s foot 
jelly. After dinner I rest, and then I 
kick a football; exercise with the 
dumbbells, swing clubs, and fight a 
bladder.” 

“How do you fight a bladder?” 
‘Come up stairs and well show 
you,” said’ Jack Turner, 

The room islike a gymnasium, 
Hanging on the walls are bexing 
gloves and Indian clubs. Dumb bells 
of all sizes were lying ina corner, 
while hanging by a string from a beam 
was a large bladder, full blown. Goss 
squares at this with a three-pound 
dumb bellin each hand. He hits it 
first with the leftand then with the 
right, powerful blows, skipping around 
it as friskily as a three-year-old 
colt. 

Generally sand bags have been used 
in this country, but the English train- 
ers recommend bladders. A bladder 
is so light, and flies about in the air 
with such uncertain movements, that 
it keeps the pugilist at bis wit’s ends 
to strike it at all, and, with the dumb 
bells in his hands, it draws out all his 
strength. Goss continued to strike 
the bladder for ten minutes, and then 
again descended into the sitting room 
off from the bar. 

As Goss stands stripped, the huge 
muscles swell out on his arms and 
legs like bunches of whipcord. His 
skin is white, which isa good sign. 
There is not a pimple on him. 

“What do you think of his condi- 
tion?” asked Jack Turner again and 
again, with pride. 

“I weigh 185 pounds now,” Goss 
said, “but I will enter the ring at 172 
or 173 pounds. I have seven weeks 
to train yet, and you can believe me 
training is no child’s play.”

From the Scientific American. 


Iu general terms the process of pro- 
ducing engravings or types for print- 
iny by photography, consists, first, in 
making a sharp negative of the pic- 
ture to be engraved; second, in the 
printing of a sheet of sensitized gela 
tine by means of the negative; third, 
the development of the printed lines 
upon the surface of the gelatine by 
water; and fourth, the casting ofa 
copy of the developed; gelatine shect 
in metal, the metal so produced being 
used for printing on the press io the 
ordinary manner. All this is very 
simple, and in the hands of experi- 
enced and skilled persons very beau- 
tiful examples of printing plates, hav- 
ing all the fineness &nd> artistic effect 
of superior hand engraved work, may 
be produced.
